Protection Agency's Administrative Order, received April 29, 1999, requiring the City to eliminate
Sanitary Sewer Overflows from the wastewater collection system.

In response to the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency's Administrative Order, the City of Austin has
assembled the Austin Clean Water Program to plan, design, and construct sustainable wastewater
collection system improvements that will result in a collection system free from Sanitary Sewer
Overflows.

The design plans for the Austin Clean Water Program's Shoal Creek Wastewater Improvements/29Ih to
34th St. (Tunnel) Project require the acquisition of a wastewater easement comprised of 3,695 square-feet
